But Levant’s idea 
of bold ideology is simply to retreat even further into the clois- 
tered confines of the far-right dogma that Albertans are finally 
showing signs of leaving behind. 

To wit: “Abolition of the provincial income tax would be 
such an idea [as would] opting out of costly federal straitjackets 
like the Canada Pension Plan, Employment Insurance and even 
Medicare.” 

Look Ezra, you're banging your drum to a beat fewer and 
fewer Albertans want to march to. 

Alberta is simply not the “northern Texas” it once was. 
Check the numbers. 78 per cent of Alberta homeowners are in 
favour of rent controls. 72 per cent of us favour ratification of 
the Kyoto protocol. (That figure is from an Ipsos-Reid poll con- 
ducted in 2002, but we find it extremely difficult to believe the 
percentage wouldn't be even higher today.) 

Besides, maybe Levant and his firewall-touting cronies don’t 
realize it’s a bad idea to play “us vs. them” in a province where 
so many residents are from elsewhere.

No way to treat a mom 


Insensitive bus drivers rile teen moms 


BOB; BEHAVIOUR ON THE BUS. 


Any Edmontonian who's ridden 
ETS has seen the ads on the benches 
and inside the shelters. They remind 
riders that they are expected to give 
up seats at the front of the bus to the 
elderly, people in wheelchairs and 
parents with strollers. And for the 
most part, bus drivers and transit 
riders are very cordial I’ve never 
seen a rider refuse to give up one of 
the priority seats to a senior or a par- 
ent. Drivers often get up to help 
carry strollers up the steps too—at 
least the ones Ive run into. 

But Ashley Yeoman doesn’t share 
that rosy view of ETS. The 17-year- 
old mother says a bus driver insult- 
ed her when as she rode home from 
Braemar High School one afternoon. 

“They called me a ‘breeder’ once 
because I have a kid,” Yeoman says. 
“1 wanted to flip out.” 

Many of Yeoman’s classmates at 
Braemar, an all-girls Edmonton Pub- 
lic school that provides on-site day- 
care and support for pregnant and 
parenting teens, say they've also 


experienced extremely rude drivers 
who swear at them, try to force them 
off the bus and leave them standing 
at the bus stop. The teens feel they’re 
treated badly because of their age. 
Education support worker Laura 
Fulmer is employed by TERRA, a 
centre for pregnant and parenting 
teens that provides support at the 
school, and has worked with the 
Braemar mothers and ETS to reach a 
solution. “I don’t know why it’s a 
hassle for these girls and the strollers 
to be on the bus,” she says. “ 
are from all over the city, but it’s the 
4 and the 112 that they catch to get 
other buses. Those buses get a con- 
centrated number of young women 
with strollers at one time. It becomes 
an annoyance, I guess.” 


CONCERNED CITIZEN 

The problem didn’t come to light 
until a fellow passenger approached 
the school. Heather Rock was on the 
112 bus with the teens one afternoon 
over a month ago. She saw a driver 
leave two girls behind at a bus stop 


with their strollers. She knew the dif- 
ficulty other teens had getting on the 
bus and moving for other passen- 
gers, and she saw the dirty looks the 
drivers gave them. As the chair of 
Citizens for Better Transit, Rock has 
a vested interest in public transit and 
called the school. 


with bus drivers and passengers. 

Meagan Kennedy has been 
attending Braemar for the past six 
months, and says ig, to class is 
extremely difficult. Besides the usual 
sleeplessness and exhaustion that 
comes with caring for an infant son, 
the 16-year-old says the nasty com- 
ments she has received while on the 
bus are really demoralizing. 

“One guy came up to me, pushed 
my stroller out of his way and said, 
‘Fucking hos’ and walked to the 
back,” she says. “That was the same 
day I got called a stupid bitch by the 
bus driver.” 

The most acid-tongued of the 
teens, Kennedy is unafraid to 

harshly to rude drivers. She 
feels she’s been prejudged and treat- 
ed disrespectfully. When she gets on 
the bus with other teens from Brae- 
mar, they are not given a chance to 
arrange their strollers so other pas- 
sengers can get by or to even explain 
the situation to the driver. “They 
come to their conclusion and that’s 
it,” she says. 

Courtenay Flokstra agrees. She's 
noticed she gets treated very differ- 
ently depending on whom she is 
traveling with—if she has her son 
with her but not her boyfriend or a 
relative, for instance, she gets nasty 
looks. The whole situation seems 
bizarre, she says; after all, they are 
on the bus because they want to fin- 
ish high school. Why should drivers 
or her fellow passengers look down 
on them for that? 


RUDE GOES BOTH WAYS 

To her credit, Yeoman didn’t react 
angrily when she was called a 
“breeder,” and she rushes to praise 
the good drivers she’s encountered, 
the ones with sunny ities 
and who are happy to help her with

Fulmer soon learned that many 
girls had encountered hostility on 
the bus, and often in forms more 
extreme than dirty looks. Gathered 
in the recreation room at the Brae- 
mar School, Yeomans classmates 
shake their heads as they remember 
their own unpleasant encounters

her stroller. Fulmer also puts in a 
good word for ETS, adding that 
community relations officer Jason 
Baxter has taken a personal interest 
in the teen’s problems. “We're get- 
ting co-operation from the adminis- 
tration, but what they have a hard 
time with is the drivers that they 


employ.” 

While Baxter admits he was 
floored by some of the behaviour the 
teens describe, he adds that it takes 
two to start an argument, and not all 
of Yeoman’s classmates exhibited 
the same restraint. “It was a two- 
way street,” he says. “Both sides in 
the issue were not very good about 
it” 

The issue is complicated because 
many of the complaints weren't 
reported though the ETS complaints 
line, which means that ETS didn’t 
begin investigating the “breeder” 
incident until weeks later, by which 
point it was impossible to know 
whose version of events was true. 

Privacy issues prevent even Bax- 
ter from knowing the ie of any 
of the drivers involved, and he 
doesn’t know the of most 
incidents. As for the “breeder” com- 
ment, he says, “The operator has 
been spoken to by the supervisor... 
Sadly, we couldn't force them into 
an afternoon of sensitivity i 
which is what I would have liked to 
see. But they have been called on it.” 

Baxter also arranged to personally 
handle any complaints from the 
school; he’s also set up an extra bus 
on the #4 route which arrives at the 
school empty about five minutes 
before the bus. That should 
alleviate some of the problem, he 
says. ETS also sent out a generic 
flyer to its drivers urging them to 
show respect for all passengers. 

“That way we are not singling 
them out,” Baxter explains. “That 
way, it’s not ‘Oh, look at the whin- 
ers’ because that’s often what goes 
around the garage—that someone's 
been whining. So, we are just talking 
general respect stuff and then deal- 
ing with individuals as situations 
come up.” 


STICKING UP FOR EACH OTHER 
Kennedy isn’t happy with ETS’ 
solution. She says the driver on the 
school special was still very rude, 
ordering them around as they 
their strollers. She says she 
won't fake politeness when she’s 
treated with disrespect. However, 
she is gratified by the reaction from 
Fulmer and the Braemar School. 
“It’s just more supportive,” she 
says. “Other people are going 
though the same thing. This isn’t 
right and you don’t feel so much like 
a rat. And you're not just sticking up 
for yourself; you're sticking up for 
every other girl in the school that’s 
had the same problems.”

Ducharme would rather have more cars on the road 


EDMONTON WILL NEVER BUILD PARK-AND 
-ride facilities with future LRT stations—at 
least, na if Rick Ducharme ont his way.

Even 
if the city charges LRT riders for parking, he 
said, it would still lose money.

IT’S THE PRINCIPLE OF THE THING 

The community's strong objec- 
tions to 87 additional cars on a 
bridge when 2,000 use the road 
below does beg the question of 
whether they’re taking a stubborn 
“not in my backyard” attitude and 
trying to get rid of a big ugly bridge. 

Bauer rejects the NIMBY label, 
saying the Belgravia Community 
League doesn’t object to the BRT 
bridge. 

They’re simply angry, he says, 


_ that they weren't included in the 


additional discussions with the uni- 
versity and the province that will 
allow more traffic on the bridge. 
“When the community was original- 
ly told that the bridge would be for 
public transit only, we were okay 
with it,” he explains. “Yeah, we're 
losing parkland and there are some 
problems, but we support the broad- 
er picture of public transit.” 

From their perspective, the city 
not only put an unwanted bridge in 
their neighbourhood, but any value 
the community would have gained 
from rapid, effective public trans- 
portation would also be lost by this 
agreement with the province and the 
university. 

Js this about 87 cars? No way, says 
Bauer. It’s about the idea that com- 
munities should know about and 
contribute to major projects that 
change their neighbourhoods. 

As Mandryk says, the city is look- 
ing at improving the public consul- 
tation process. With all the develop-

Karly Coleman hopes “bike ambassadors” will 
hook you on the cycling habit

KARLY COLEMAN IS A COMMITTED 
cyclist. A card-carrying member of 
the Edmonton Bike Commuters 
Society, she bikes from her West- 
mount home every weekday to her 
downtown office job as a project 
analyst. She resorts to public transit 
only on the most frigid winter morn- 
ings. (Minus-30 is her cutoff point.) 
She teaches special needs kids the 
basics of cycling. She even spent her 
39th birthday at the Bike to Work 
Breakfast at Bicycle Bottleneck. 

Currently, she’s working on a bike 
ambassador program. Coleman 
learned about the concept in Toron- 
to, where volunteers talk to people 
about where to find resources, how 
to cycle, and where to find the best 
bike trails. Coleman wants to launch 
a program that would send “bike 
ambassadors” to the home of any- 
body interested in becoming a bike 
commuter and biking with them to 
work, showing them the best paths 
and offering advice on everything 
from safety to gear. 


You've been biking to work for 15 
years. How has the cycling scene in 
Edmonton ? 


There was a time in 1992 when I 
could say hello to the all the other 
people who were cycling because I 
knew them. Now there are so many 
people that I don’t know them. 
That's also nice to see. 


What are the benefits of biking to 
work? 

I’m constantly challenged by the ride 
to work. Some aspect always 
changes, like cars or random dogs 
and pedestrians. It’s just a fabulous 
way to keep in shape, to keep my 
pocket book in good shape, and I’m 
able to de-stress from the workday. 


How does Edmonton rank as a 
cycling city? 

There are a lot of resources for 
cyclists here and a lot of opportuni- 
ties for learning about cycling. I per- 
sonally rate Edmonton really highly. 
There are some areas where people 
feel intimidated because of the vol- 
ume of traffic [178 St., 170 St., and 
Whitemud Ave, for example]. But if 


you are a confident, trained cyclist, 
then it’s not an issue to ride in that 
traffic; it’s just about being aware of 
what's going on around you. I think 
the best thing to do is to takea 
course. 


What's the trick to remaining com- 
mitted? 

[You have to] make cycling conve- 
nient in your life, The minute that 
you think about having to carry 
your bike up three flights of stairs, 
you're not going to do it. When you 
think you have to leave your bike 
somewhere unsafe, you're not going 
to do it. When you think about being 
sweaty or stinky at work, you're not 
going to do it. If you have a partner 
who’s not into cycling, that can real- 
ly hinder you... used to live in an 
environment where everyone biked 
all the time. Then I got married and 
moved. Now I live with my 
favourite boy, but he only bikes until 
the temperature hits minus-15 in the 
winter. It makes it really difficult to 
bike to work when it’s minus-30. If 
we go to an event after work, it takes 
more preparation time and longer 
for me to get there. The other thing is 
now he’s in a single-occupant car 
and that doesn’t make sense. 


How do you get around those 
inconveniences? You haven't 
ditched the guy just because he’s 
not a hardcore cyclist, and you're 
still biking to work. 

I’ve been working at severing that 
need to ride together to work. He'll 
take the bus home and I'll meet him 
there and then we'll go to the event 
together. As far as the three-story 
apartment building, [we also] 
moved to a home with a garage that 
I can park my bike in. That’s not 
always an option. But if not, maybe 
your landlord will rent you a car 
space and with the other cyclists in 
your building, you can band togeth- 
er and build a shed. It’s also really 
good for employers to have happy, 
healthy, and productive workers. If! 
bike into work, my thoughts are 


clearer, I’ve got more energy and I'm - 


engaged. Engagement is a huge part 
of work satisfaction. A progressive 
employer will listen and find a closet 
for the bikes or a washroom for a 
shower. Or even just a bike rack.

colonialism is not dead. 

B.C., outside of Vancouver, is 
already pretty much ours. Try walk- 
ing a block in places like Invermere, 
Kelowna or Parksville without run- 
ning into someone who didn’t per- 
sonally experience the euphoria of 
Ralph Bucks. 

And now we have opened a sec- 
ond front, to the east. Be warned, 
stubble jumpers: moving back home 
won't free you from Alberta's grasp. 

Saskatchewan property prices 
have taken off, particularly in Saska- 
toon, where they have jumped 70 

cent in little over a year. There is 
no doubt that Alberta investors have 
fuelled much of the increase. There 
are realtors who now work virtually 
exclusively with Albertans looking 
for cheap retirement homes or rev- 
enue property. 

Albertans who didn’t buy into the 
market early enough to afford lake- 
front lots at home are snapping up 
Saskatchewan properties, much like 
Germans did throughout eastern 
Europe after the fall of the Wall. 

But as in Europe, economic domi- 
nation in Canada draws minimal 
protest, unlike the political kind. 
Albertans buying up Saskatchewan 
have met no resistance. 

It makes my political nerd mind 
think back to stories of the 
Saskatchewan Liberals freaking out 
in the 1930s about William Aber- 
hart’s potential inroads in 
Saskatchewan. They warned voters 
not to fall prey to the wiles of 
“Alberta’s Stalin.” Voters listened 
and voted en masse for Tommy 
Douglas and the CCF instead. 

The two provinces trod separate 
paths. The SK CCF-NDP did not 
invent, but led the way on, 
medicare, arts councils, student 
finance and other pioneering social 
programs. Alberta did not invent, 
but perfected, the art of kicking the 
shit out of people when they’re 
down. 

“Alberta's Stelmach” doesn’t have 
the same ominous ring to it as the 
Stalin reference, though it should. 

The clueless but aggressive and 
vengeful hicks who run this 
province have the financial clout to 
be major national players. Our only 
hope is that they are too dumb to 
grasp the opportunities, and that the 
purge of urban cabinet talent has left 
them too inexperienced. 

Alas, Saskatchewan may well fol- 
low Alberta’s path to some extent, 
starting with the provincial election 
due this fall. It will likely end-16 
years of NDP government (unless 
the NDP can convince Klein to cam- 
paign against them again). The new 
regime will be formed by the 
Saskatchewan Party, the Reform- 
Alliance-Tory farm team that 
ditched the Conservative Party label 
after many of the luminaries from 
their last government ended up in 
jail. 

They are as rapacious, anti-urban 
and backward as our Tories, but

there is one important difference. 
Unlike our PCs, who are convinced 
that they can stretch out their current 
36-year run by a few centuries, 
Saskatchewan Party-ites know that 
they can be erased in one term. And 
a sure route to electoral defeat 
would be abandoning their subjects 
to unbridled greed. 

A well-off Edmonton friend who 
associates with unwashed types like 
me when getting blitzed over lunch 
with other ladies of leisure gets old 
recently went on a property shop- 
ping expedition to Saskatoon. She 





told me that to break even on her 
mortgage costs, she would have to 
charge $1000 per month for fairly 
ordinary apartments there. 

The problem is that our eastern 
neighbours mostly don’t have the 
incomes to pay Alberta-level rents 
(not that many of us do). 

But if rents there threaten to 
match ours, a Saskatchewan govern- 
ment of any stripe will impose rent 
controls. Ideological rectitude will 
inevitably take a back seat to politi- 
cal survival. 

I wish I could say that a similar 
feedback loop has a chance of devel- 
oping here, but this is Alberta. For all 
of the excitement over the Calgary- 
Elbow byelection, I don’t see the 
Tories being defeated in the next 
general election, short of the 
Louisiana-style political scenario of 
Stelmach being “caught in bed with 
a dead girl or a live boy.” 

Opinion polls still show the Alber- 
ta PCs a good 20 points ahead of 
their nearest competitors. Even 
falling into a popular vote tie 
wouldn't be enough to oust the 
Tories, whose gerrymandering gives 
them a lock on a majority of the 
province's seats. 

But for Saskatchewan residents 
who do worry about Alberta's influ- 
ence, the good news is that while we 
can buy their province economically, 
we are unlikely to succeed in break- 
ing it politically.

Is it art, or is it.... murder? 


THE SALON 
By Nick Bertozzi. St. Martin's Press. 178 
., $24.95 





THE BIRTH OF MODERN ART DIDN'T 
come easy. Actually, it’s a miracle 
the movement ever got off the 
ground, given all the personal and 
professional obstacles that whole 
circle of artists, writers, lovers and 
muses living in Paris in 1907— 
Gertrude and Leo Stein, Alice B. 
Toklas, Pablo Picasso, Georges 
Braque, Erik Satie, Guillaume 
Apollinaire—had to overcome. 
Indifferent critics. An uncompre- 
hending public. A perpetual lack 
of money. Bitter, time-consuming 
feuds with rival artistic move- 
ments. Rigid social prejudices 
against Jews and lesbians. Crip- 
pling addictions to alcohol, drugs, 
and sex with prostitutes. 

And if you believe The Salon, the 
new graphic novel by Nick 
Bertozzi, there was also a naked, 
blue-skinned woman running 
around Paris and ripping the 
heads off every avant-garde 
painter she could find. 

The woman, Stein and company 
soon deduce, is Annah, the Tahit- 
ian former lover of Paul Gauguin. 
The group has long been aware of 
a rare, unusually powerful brand 
of absinthe (manufactured in an 
obscure Hungarian town called 
“Lysurgia”) that enables anyone 
who drinks it to literally enter into 
any drawing or painting they 
please. They’ve always believed

other sources, Salman Rushdie’s recent 
knighthood has caused quite the global 
upset.

the liquor only had recreational 
uses, but they suspect that Annah 
has drunk so much of the stuff that 
she’s become a murderous, ghost- 
ly she-devil, a “creature of pure 
absinthe” who will eventually kill 
all of them unless they find a way 
to stop her. But as in any good 
mystery (and any good painting), 
nothing is quite what it seems. 

Anyway, the real fun of 
Bertozzi’s book lies not in the plot 
twists but the sight of these titans 
of 20th-century art playing ama- 
teur detective as they follow a trail 
of clues through the backrooms, 
bars, and brothels of the Mont- 
martre demimonde—while still 
finding enough time along the 
way to invent cubism. 

Bertozzi’s portrayal of these his- 
torical figures is irreverent but 


he’s just got a hard-on for his own 
genius.) 

The unlikely friendship between 
Picasso and the sober, methodical 
Braque is probably the best part of 
the book—even though Braque is 
the one who developed the intel- 
lectual underpinnings of cubism, 
it’s the instinctive, opportunistic 
Picasso who takes those ideas and 
runs with them. In just a few short 
scenes, Bertozzi captures the 
excitement that seizes young cre- 
ative people when they feel they’re 
hot on the path of a new, original 
idea, that feeling that i 
around you is a source of potential 
inspiration—a comic strip in the 
newspaper, a reflection in a train 
window, even a drawing of yours 
that you didn’t like, but which 
suddenly looks very interesting

affectionate. Picasso's legendary 
egotism, for instance, comes off as 
irrepressible rather than obnox- 
ious—if he thinks the world 
revolves around him, it’s just the 
innocent self-centredness of a 
child. (It’s hard to tell whether 
Picasso’s perpetual erection is a 
reaction to all the beautiful women 
he surrounds himself with, or if 


be so honoured. 

Beneath the incredible headline, “Rushdie 
knighthood ‘justifies suicide attacks,” The 
Guardian quotes Mohammed fjaz ul-Haq, 
religious cffirs minister of Pakistan, who 
was decidedly less thrilled about the news 
than Rushdie was. 
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when it’s sitting there, crumpled 
up on the table. 

I wish Bertozzi had found a way 
to make his other characters equal- 
ly vivid. The individual scenes in 
The Salon all have distinctive 
colour-coded looks: an excursion 
to the circus is bathed in pink and 
orange; Annah’s nighttime attacks 
are drawn in rich maroons; and 


“The west is accusing Muslims of extrem- 
ism and terrorism,” he said. “If someone 
exploded a bomb on his body he would be 
right to do so unless the British government 
apologies and withdraws the ‘sir’ tile.” 

Later, ul-Haq claimed the comment was 
intended to explore the root causes of terror- 
ism. Think about that for a minute. 

Rapidly, the issue of Rushdie’s knighthood 
ignited the ire of many parts of the Muslim 
world. The gist of the insult, time and time 
again, derived from the equation Rushdie = 
blasphemy against Islam. 

Why does this politically-tainted news 
make it into a literary column? 

We mention it because this equation, 
Rushdie = blasphemy against Islam, is a 
stunningly complex one. As far as literary 
transmogrifications go, Rushdie’s may be the 
most fantastic of the last century, and per- 
haps of this one. 

I's not enough for some factions to equate 
Rushdie, the living, breathing human being, 
with a single novel, The Satanic Verses—a 


novel that (at least as Rushdie claimed in a 
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Pablo Picasso and Gertrude Stein help the cubist nab a serial killer in The Salon 


the absinthe hallucinations take 
place in an ethereal, pale-blue sea. 
But the characters keep blurring 
together. Maybe there are just too 
many men with moustaches and 
beards running around in this 
story; I confess I found it difficult 
to remember what Leo Stein was 
supposed to look like and keeping 
him separate in my mind from 
Satie and Apollinaire. 

Bertozzi throws in a few in-jokes 
for the art-history majors—Ead- 
weard Muybridge shows up in 
Apollinaire’s office, for instance, 
trying to sell him some porno- 
graphic photos—but his sense of 
humour is a little on the adoles- 
cent side. (He seems to think that 
showing famous people arguing is 
inherently hilarious.) Maybe that’s 
why I had a hard time keeping the 





2002 interview with Irshad Manji) was not 
necessarily about Islam at all. No, he is fur- 
ther dehumanized, reduced to nothing more 
than a symbol for a particularly reactionary 
reading of this one book in an oeuvre con- 
taining a dozen or so others. 

And all this political ire—Iranian politi- 
cians accusing Britain of “an orchestrated act 
of aggression directed against Islamic soci- 
eties’—stems from the elevation of Rushdie’s 
admittedly political writings to a token in the 
gameplay of where affairs. 

The most stultifying aspect of this situation 
is watching how a work of fiction, no doubt 
complete with that little “no resemblance fo 

s living or dead” disclaimer inside“the 
an cover, can constitute ‘an orchestrated 
act of aggression.” A 

At any rate, controversy has ie plagu- 
ing Rushdie since the book, published in 
1988, provoked. Iranian loogge Ayatollah 


ini less than a year ldter to issue a 
fatwa demanding Rushdie's execution. As a 
result, Rushdie spent over 4 decade in hid- 
ing, and Iran broke off ic relations 


with Britain. (Britain was,hiding Rushdie, and 
he was just insulted: Rushdie is Indian by 
irth.) 

Perhaps the knighthood had something to 
do with the fod that Rushdie has won the 
Booker Prize, the Booker of Bookers

ested in their minds. There’s none 
of the verbal and visual wit that 
suffuses every frame of, say, Alan 
Rudolph’s The Moderns, which 
takes place in the Paris art world 
two decades later. That film also 
includes a scene set in Gertrude 
Stein’s house that trumps anything 
in The Salon: “Look,” sneers one 
critic to another as they inspect her 
art collection. “They’re still buying 
Picassos!” 

That said, The Salon is a gor- 
geous book. If someone could 
hook me up with some magical 
absinthe, I could happily spend 
hours wandering around its pan- 
els. ;

“| DO LIKE SHOES,” SAYS DIRECTOR 
Kathleen Weiss. “But everyone 
likes shoes, don’t they?” 

She'd better hope so. Her pro- 
duction of Vancouver playwright 
Elaine Avila’s satire Shoe! has its 
world premiere this weekend 
here in Edmonton, and it’s being 
staged not in a conventional the- 
atre space but among the aisles of 
Gravity Pope, the Whyte Avenue 
shoe store that's been a mecca for 
local fashionistas and foot 
fetishists alike for nearly two 
decades. 

“When | decided to do this 





play,” Weiss says, “I thought that 
we'd just do it here [in the Second 


Playing Space, a black-box theatre 


at the University of Alberta]. But 
then we went into Gravity Pope, 
and I thought how interesting it 
would be to have that whole 
world so close to the audience.” 

You could accuse Weiss of 
being incredibly literal-minded 
here—hey, the play is set ina 
shoe store, so why not stage it in 
one? If that’s what you’re think- 
ing, you're in good company, 
because Avila herself had the 
same misgivings. “Elaine feels the 
shoes should not be literal,” 
Weiss says. “There are all these 
shoes that are referred to in the 
play, and she thinks they should 
all be invisible or all represented 
by white tennis shoes or whatev- 
er—that they should only exist in 
the audience’s imagination. 





“But | like the idea of the audi- 
ence being in what I call ‘the 
world of the shoes.’ It’s not about 
being in an alternative environ- 
ment just for the sake of it— 
there’s something so powerful 
about being in that store. You're 
surrounded by all of these incred- 
ible shoes. In fact, I still haven’t 
made up my mind yet whether to 
make the shoes literal or 
imaginary.” 

In some ways, all this shoe talk 
is beside the point—Shoe! is really 
a sly little fable about art and 


commerce that could just as easily 


be set in a furniture showroom or 
a cheese factory. (Except who'd 
want to drive two miles to see a 
play staged in a cheese factory?) 
Melissa Thingelstad plays Rox- 
anne, the manager of a high-end 
shoestore—so high-end, in fact, 
that not even she can afford to 


buy the shoes she sells. Tracy 
Penner plays Pippa, her new pro- 
tégée, who possesses an uncanny 
ability to “channel” shoes, to step 
inside the fantasy that each pair 
of shoes represents. She believes 
that everybody, no matter how 
wealthy, should have access to 
these fantasies; Roxanne, howev- 
er, thinks something intangible 
but precious is sacrificed when 
you make cheap knockoffs of any 
piece of art, whether it’s a Picasso 
canvas or just a beautifully made 
shoe. It’s an aesthetic and moral 
clash that eventually tears the two 
women’s friendship apart 

“It's not anywhere near as 
ambitious a play as Art” Weiss 
says, referring to Yasmina Reza’s 
much-performed 1994 comedy 
“but a similar argument is g¢ 
on inside it. It’s very frothy, 
think it does have some genuine 
content. And it’s a lovely story 
between these two women—you 
don’t see a lot of plays about 
women who work together. You 
don’t see a lot of plays about 
women, period, but when you do

an Alberta winter, the thought of 
ensconcing ourselves in a cozy little 
womb of upholstery and steel, sip- 
ping our morning coffee and listen- 
ing to the weather guy describing 
the frigid temperatures outside 
becomes irresistibly tempting. 

But not for 29-year-old artist/ 
cyclist/semi-nomad Michael Flaher- 
ty, who not only bikes everywhere, 
in any weather, but actually enjoys 
being the odd cyclist out on a road 
full of cars and trucks—his very 
presence on the streets a coyly raised 
middle finger to the hegemony of 
the gas-guzzler. 

“You're intervening in the habits 
that drivers have,” he says. “It has 
these performative qualities and 
intervention qualities, because these 
people have no 
choice but to 
confront the 
fact that 
they're burn- 
ing gasoline to 
get where they 
have to go, and 
you're not.” 

Hence the 
Bicycle Rehabili- 
tation Project, 
Flaherty’s 
multi-city 
installation art 
show. The con- 
cept is simple: 
Flaherty is tra- 
versing North 
America, stop- 
ping in gal- 
leries along the 
way, setting 
up his portable 
repair shop 
and tuning up 
bikes for free. 

“A lot of 
people had no 
idea this was 
an art piece 
until I ex- 
plained it to 
them,” he says, 
“and toa lot of 
people, it 
wasn’t even

important that it was an art piece. It 
was important that it was just an 
action.” 

The art is important to Flaherty, of 
course. On his website he writes 
about his inspirations, including 
writer Nicolas Bourriaud and pho- 
tographer/ filmmaker Alfredo Jaar. 
Both artists embody an ideal Flaher- 
ty (borrowing a phrase invented by 
Cuban artist Felix Gonzalez-Torres) 
refers to as the cultural worker, an 
artist who also plays the role of an 
activist and philosopher. 

Of course, as political art, Bicycle 
Rehabilitation Project isn’t subtle—but 
Flaherty isn’t going for subtlety. On 
his'website, he writes of the “intoler- 
able option of burning gasoline just 
to get to the grocery store” —fightin’ 
words in oil country. 

“1 moved to Ontario a few years 
ago to do an apprenticeship with a 
potter,” Flaherty says. “I had already 
decided that I didn’t want to drive 
anymore, so since he was 10 kilome- 
tres outside of town, I had to havea 
bike... I just sort of found an old one 
and fixed it up and got it running. 
I've bicycled probably almost every 
day for five years now.” 

Flaherty has set up the Projectso 
far in Seattle and Victoria. He'll fin- 
ish in St. John’s in October. 

“Seattle was kind of a bust,” he 
says. “It was Memorial Day week- 
end, and downtown was pretty 
much empty while I was there... but 
in Victoria it was excellent. It just 
happened to be Bike to Work Week 
there. And I read somewhere that in 
Victoria, almost seven per cent of the 
workforce commutes by bicycle any- 
way, which is by far the most in 
Canada. [Note: The only figure we 
could find indicates the number is actu- 
ally around five per cent. —Ed.] So 
people were just biking by the 
gallery, and we'd talk about life, 
bikes, art... It’s not just an art project 
for me; it’s my life. ll always bea 
cyclist. 1 don’t know what I'm doing 
in the fall. I don’t even have a real 
home right now, so maybe I'll just 
get on my bicycle and pedal some- 
where else.”

day said, ‘Kemo Sabe/ Kiss my ass/I

She laughs: “I just love the idea 
that Tonto’s got it going on.” 

And then some—at least as he’s 
depicted in Armstrong's exhibit, 
Melody Time Ranch, which takes its 
name from Gene Autry’s 1948 film 
Melody Ranch and Disney's 1948 ani- 
mated feature Melody Time. The 
amalgamation of the two titles per- 
fectly represents her work. Melody 
Time Ranch is a treasure trove of car- 
toonish, pop culture-infused prints, 
a large number of which feature the 
Lone Ranger and Tonto in a not-so 
subtly homoerotic adventures (from 
which we can pretty much assume 
that the masked man is a “bottom”), 
as well as colourful dioramas popu- 
lated by plastic toys from the golden 
age of Western-themed entertain- 
ment merchandising. (Armstrong 
says she is an avid collector of such 
goodies; “My prize possession is a 
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woman. For me, this is truly about 
some of the things that prevented 
me as a kid from being a cowboy— 
mostly because I was a girl. That 
really messed things up.” 

Hence, Armstrong’s playful pokes 
at gender and sexuality. She express- 
es particular glee over a panel in her 
Lone Ranger series in which our 


hero is taken captive by “a scantily ZOLTAN VARADI

clad brave.” 

“The genre is pretty simplistic in 
many ways,” she says, “and very 
romantic. And I wanted to sort of 
pull apart very traditional masculini- 
ty—you know, where men are men 
and women are women. I thought 
this was a really fun way to do it: to 
show cowboys as romantically 
involved and with more complex 
relationships, but not in a heavy- 
handed way. I don’t want to beat 
people over the head with it.” 

As such, Armstrong gives viewers 
enough latitude for people to formu- 
late their own interpretations of the 
images. She points to one work in 
particular, a print in which two men 
at the rodeo gaze lovingly at each 
other. In the source photograph she 
based the piece on, the pair were 
originally checking out a lovely lass; 
Armstrong cut her out of the frame, 
thus recontextualizing their relation- 
ship. 

“Thad one guy at my opening in 
Lethbridge,” she recalls, “a very 
straight kind of guy, raised around 
horses and stuff, and who was posi- 
tively teary-eyed [at it] because it 
made him think of when his father 
bought him his first horse. And I 
thought, ‘Well, okay... ““ She chuck- 


les. “It made me very happy that this 


person was getting that out of it.”

Anew book and a new game prove that Pokémon isn’t dead yet 


TEN YEARS AGO I HOPPED OFF A PLANE 
and landed in the middle of an 
electrified Japan. A TV episode of 
Pokémon had just caused hundreds 
of sensitive children across the 
country to fall into seizures, and so 
it was that North America’s main- 
stream obsession with Pokémon 
began. Our reaction was both posi- 
tive and terribly bitchy, to the point 
of xenophobic bans of any affiliated 
product in our schools. 

But Satoshi Tajiri’s incredibly 
intricate game, a combination of 
pet-raising Tamagotchi, Chinese 
fight-move-naming action films 
and Legend of Zelda (with a lot of 
obsessive collecting thrown in) con- 
quered the world’s markets to the 
tune of billions, the first successful 
mass export of Japanese software 
(as opposed to proven hardware 
like the Walkman). Escaping 
Japan’s burst bubble, a key cultural 
battle we now take for granted had 
been won, seeded in a game. 

I explored GameBoy’s Pokémon 
Blue for well over 100 hours (see 
Backbeep), fighting hundreds of 
poorly-animated battles, choosing 
every single fighting move, rais- 
ing an unbeatable team of Pocket 
Monsters spanning the various 
earthly and spiritual elements. 
Next, through GameBoy Color’s 
Pokémon Silver, my boy ZOZ 
fought his way through his 
province, all the way back to 
where Pokémon Blue/ Red started— 
a nice little nod. But like the rest of 
the world, and despite a dispro- 
portionate volume of stuffed 
Pikachus at home, I started to for- 
get Pokémon; the fad had passed. 

But it all came rushing back to 
meas I read the new book Pikachu's 
Global Adventure: The Rise and Fall of 
Pokémon.

original “cultural odor” from Poke- 
mon, dumbing down and desexual- 
izing the series, and removing 
almost all of its moral ambiguity. 
As the influx of the toys and games 
were a calculated global event, 
thickheaded Western Christians 
and clerics in Qatar and Saudi Ara- 
bia alike issued a fatwa against 
Pokémon, the latter claiming the 
game poses a “danger to.a child’s 
mentality and behavior, involves 
gambling [and] promotes Zionism 
and Darwin’s theory of evolution.” 
Though I can’t recall “PikaJew” 





or Darwin advancing the theory 
that the small animals contained in 
Pokéballs evolve spontaneously 
with enough battle experience, I 
will say that the newest Pokémon 
DS (Pearl/ Diamond) have barely 
strayed from the original, perfect 
and utterly addictive formulas. I'm 
captured again! The principal nar- 
rative is more or less set, but there 
are more opportunities than ever to 
put your Pokémon—in my case a 
loyal electric lion named Zoop— 
though peripheral photo sessions 
and beauty contests as tense as any 
skirmish. Stats like intelligence and 
cuteness are raised through baking 
berry poffins, hand-stirred on the 
touch screen. The sensitive lower 
display also functions as a Poketch, 
a faux LCD that keeps track of 
time, your monsters’ stats, and, yes, 
how much they love you. Also new 
to the DS version: a massive under- 
ground maze for wireless competi- 
tions, plus friend-coded worldwide 
trading and battling options linked 
through the Net. 

As one old lady sighs in a domed 
church, “That people are lonely is 
natural. It gives me compassion for 
others.”

FOR MANY SHE WAS FRANCE’S 
equivalent to Billie Holiday or 
Judy Garland. For others Edith 
Piaf was the very soul of Paris 

The nod to Holiday comes early 
in La Vie en Rose, the latest of 
many films dedicated to Piaf, 
when Marion Cotillard as the lead 
character proudly notes that they 
share the same birth year. 

The similarities don’t end there; 
the daughter of an absentee acro- 
bat and an alcoholic street singer, 
Piaf (an adopted stage name that 
was Parisian slang for “sparrow”) 
was slugging back the booze from 
a very early age, passing out in 
seedy bars, going home with ran- 
dom strangers. She also picked 
another habit that bound her to 
Lady Day—Piaf makes a reference 
early in the film to “the China- 
man” while dealing out money to 
a hood for a bag of powder. Later, 
once she’s rolling in money, her 
life becomes a series of lan- 
guorous days spent in bed among 
gleaming needles and cotton balls 
with blood on them 

La Vie En Rose (also the name of 
Piaf’s best-known song) makes 
sure we see the nasty side of Piaf, 
whose upbringing—raised in a 
whorehouse, blind from health 
complications for a number of 
years as a preteen—guaranteed 
her predatory, grab-it-while-you- 
can view of the world. But there’s 
a reason why she still pops up 
decades later, and why the French 
idolize her: Piaf was the soul of 





artistry. She simply couldn't 
hedge a performance, and at times 
collapsed from the sheer strain of 
singing 

If the film’s early sequences 
show her singing prettily but 
mechanically, French viewers 
know that Piaf was much more 
than just a singer with an agree- 
able and strong voice, and La Vie 
en Rose has to convince viewers of 
this fact if it has any chance of 
working. 

And it does. The moment comes 
when one of Piaf’s benefactors— 
she was picked up and molded by 
a succession of teachers and finan- 
cial helpers—berates her into 
throwing herself into a song and 
using her hands as she sings. Piaf 
mumbles that she feels like an 
idiot, but she begins gesturing— 
and thus is born the classic image 
of Edith Piaf 

The flipside of this moment 
occurs when she’s told that her 
lover—married world champion 
boxer Marcel Cerdan—has died in 
a plane crash. Walking in circles 
around her apartment as her 
friends gather anxiously about, 
her hands helplessly fluttering in 
a mockery of those hours spent 
rehearsing them, she throws her- 
self heedlessly down a corridor 
which suddenly opens into... a red 
curtain, a club, and an audience, 
where she stops in front of the 
microphone and begins singing, 
her pain transmogrified into.art. 
It’s a scene that could very well 
have come across as pretentious 
and laboured, but considering the 
extravagance of Piaf’s music, as 
well as her genuinely tortured life, 
it’s an appropriate dramatic 
choice 


[t also helps that Marion Cotil- 
lard’s performance as Piaf is bril- 
liant 

As the young Piaf, Cotillard is 
unladylike, slouching and stomp- 
ing around with little grace, just 
as a woman raised in a ghetto 
would, her luminous eyes made 
up to seem even bigger in relation 
to her slight frame. There's some 
thing oddly delicate about her, 
and very appealing—she’s also 
something of an obnoxious brat 
with little in the way of social 
graces. Old before her time—at 45, 
Piaf looked 25 years older, with 
frizzy orange hair—she’s willful 
crotchety, and demanding, but 
still a presence singing her late-life 
equivalent to “My Way,” “Non, Je 
Ne Regrette Rien.”

Those who come into the theatre 
with little knowledge of the singer 
will be mystified by some of the 
quick cuts and references. Facts 
are thrown out rather whimsical- 
ly, and it’s only near the end of 
the film, as Piaf lies dying in bed, 
that we get a brief flashback to an 
early affair, as well as a child who 
died years before from meningitis. 

These are minor quibbles—stick 
it out, and your patience will be 
rewarded by great supporting 
players, including Gérard Depar- 
dieu as club owner Louis Leplée, 
and Cotillard’s remarkable central 
performance.

(who, besides being Shue’s hus- 
band, also directed An Inconve- 
nient Truth and several episodes of 
Deadwood) does an excellent job of 
evoking the frustration Gracie, or 
any young girl with any spirit, 
feels at being shunted aside sim- 
ply because of her sex—I love the 
way he handles the funeral of 
Gracie’s brother, with Gracie rest- 
ing her head on the pew in front 
of her, watching the men carry the 
coffin down the aisle. 

There are all sorts of quietly 
startling moments like that in the 
film, startling because of the way 
they bring an unaccustomed 
female perspective to a well-worn, 
traditionally male-dominated 
genre. Gracie’s uneasy relation- 
ship with a male soccer player— 
he starts out as her boyfriend, but 
soon turns into her nastiest rival 
on the field—is particularly well- 
observed. Carly Schroeder, who 
plays Gracie, is a marvelously 
long-limbed beauty, but even in 
the scene where Gracie admires 
her newly muscular physique in 
her bedroom mirror, you never 
get the feeling that Guggenheim is 
ogling her. His admiration of Gra- 
cie’s athleticism seems as sincere 
as Gracie’s own. 

At the same time, I’ve got to 
warn you: this movie indulges in 
some of the most eye-rolling 
sports-movie symbolism this side 
of We Are Marshall. There’s a 
whole subplot about a wounded 
bird that Gracie adopts and tries 
nursing back to health—when 
someone remarks, “That bird’ll 
never fly,” she mutters, “Not if 
you tell it that.” And there’s this 
one wintertime shot of the aban- 
doned soccer net in the Bowens’ 
backyard collapsing under the 
weight of the accumulated snow 
oh Mylanta, it’s so awful you can't 
believe it survived into the final 
cut. 

But I suppose that it wouldn’t 
be the worst thing if the young 
female athletes who'll be seeing 
this movie and getting inspired by 
it were bombarded by a few hard- 
core Hollywood sports clichés 
io way.

HEY, DONT THE POSTERS AND ADS FOR 
1408 promise a double-bill of John 
Cusack and Samuel L. Jackson? 
Why, yes they do. And sure enough, 
this latest big-screen Stephen King 
adaptation gets off toa fun (and 
funny) start largely on the strength 
of the interplay between the two 
“leads.” But Jackson fans, consider 
yourself warned: he all but checks 
out of this horror hotel romp after 
delivering what the filmmakers 
undoubtedly considered the million- 
dollar line: “It’s an evil fucking 
room.” (To my knowledge, no other 
actor has been able to secure a pay- 
cheque solely on their ability to 
enunciate the f-word with such 
cross-generational appeal—Mr. Jack- 
wt truly possesses a remarkable

But with Jackson gone, we're left 
with about an hour of John Cusack 
rehashing the standard troubled-

pat Cusack plays Mike 
Enslin, a once-promising novelist 
turned hack author of a series of 
tourist guides about reputedly 
haunted accommodations across 
America. Of course, the jaded Enslin 
doesn’t really believe any of this 
supernatural nonsense, grumbling at 
one point that these supposed 
hauntings all seem to conveniently 
descend on “desperate hotels, once 
the railroad moves away.” 

Which is why, of course, he insists 
on spending a night in the notorious 
Room 1408 of the mysterious Dol- 
phin Hotel in New York, despite 
hotel manager Samuel L. Jackson’s 
dire warnings to do otherwise, and

I DON’T KNOW IF IT’S BECAUSE THE 
Giro dTtalia just ended and I’m get- 
ting excited about the Tour de 
France, or maybe it’s just that Ivan 
Basso has been in the news lately. 
Whatever the reason, last week I felt 
aneed to “get my European on.” 

Now, there are only so many 
places in Edmonton besides the old 
Italian centre where a person can get 
a proper dose of Euro style, so it 
didn’t take long for me to weigh my 
options and decide that a trip to 
Dacapo Caffe was in the offing. 

I gave a shout to my friend Miss 
Pearl and explained my predica- 
ment. She couldn’t have cared less, 
but she never misses a chance to try 


a new place (especially when I’m 
buying), so we hopped in my rust- 
ed-out ’86 Chevy Subdivision and 
hit the road, feeling more Hutterite 
than Euro-chic. 

The menu at Dacapo is a simple 
8x11 sheet of paper on the counter in 
front of the cash register, the items 
and prices handwritten with a 
Sharpie. There were also some sand- 
wiches in the glass case and a dis- 
play of various beverages (European 
beers, Italian prosecco, and mineral 
waters). The sight of the prosecco 
made me briefly consider ordering a 
Bellini (a popular Italian cocktail 
invented somewhere around the 
mid-1930s or early ‘40s, made with 
white peach purée and sparkling 
white wine prosecco). But really— 
how European would I feel sipping 








d eat the food, and you could easily be fooled into thinking differently 


a frilly fruity drink? Marcello Mas- 
troianni would have laughed me 
right out of the restaurant. So I opted 
for a large bottle of mineral water 
instead. 

Wealso ordered a calzone 
Margherita (a take on the traditional 
Pizza Margherita, invented for 
Queen Margherita in 1889 by Raf- 
faele Esposito) for $9 and a pizza 
with arugula, prosciutto and parme- 
san for $11, and then made our way 
over toa high table by the window. 
The folks at Dacapo were pretty 
slammed, so our food took some 
time to arrive. We didn’t mind, how- 
ever; Miss Pearl and I chatted, 
sipped our mineral water, and took 
in the casual atmosphere. 

When the food arrived, we were 
duly impressed. Arugula is a fairly 


popular pizza topping in Italy, and 
it’s especially common in Veneto. 
Dacapo prepared the dish in the true 
Italian style, adding the arugula 
when the crust comes out of the 
oven so that it wilts slightly from the 
latent heat of the shell, topping it 
with long thin strips of parmesan 
and prosciutto, then drizzling the 
whole thing with olive oil (possibly 
with a little lemon) and black pep- 
per. It was brilliant and nothing like 
those nasty, gooey, salty, greasy piz- 
zas we re accustomed to here in per- 
ogy-land. 

The arugula was slightly peppery 
and tart but was set off nicely by the 
mild sweetness of the parmesan and 
the salt of the prosciutto. Absolutely 
every ingredient was there for a rea- 
son, and each taste and texture con- 
tributed to an overall balance that 
was nothing short of spectacular. 

The calzone with mozzarella, 
tomato and basil was equally deli- 
cious. The dough was a bit chewier 
and denser than the other (nice 
attention to detail) and the pocket 
was full but not overstuffed. 

After we ate, I stood in the park- 
ing lot surveying the surroundings. 
My eyes went immediately to the 
bike shop across the street, and then 
to the High Level Diner and the 
river valley behind it. Between the 
view and the bustling neighbour- 
hood and the incredible food I'd just 
eaten, I couldn't help but feel like I'd 
been momentarily transported to 
some European city. Then I saw my 
truck. Miss Pearl spotted it too and 
shook her head. 

“Dude,” she mumbled before 
walking off. “You need a Vespa.”

CALVIN JOHNSON MAY BE A SOFT- 
spoken man (for a baritone, any- 
way), but a quick sean of his CV 
speaks volumes about the impact 
he’s had on modern music—vol- 
umes often presented in atonal or 
other non-conventional modes, but 
still... 

Johnson founded K Records in 
1982 at the age of 19 in his home- 
town of Olympia, Washington, 
effectively making the small town 
(pop. 30,000) one of the undisputed 
epicentres of indie music for years to 
come. He’s worked with Beck, Built 
to Spill and The Jon Spencer Blues 
Explosion, he signed Mecca Normal 
and Modest Mouse, fronted Beat 
Happening and Dub Narcotic 
Sound System, hosted the still- 
revered International Pop Under- 
ground festival of ‘91 (the year, 
according to Sonic Youth, that “ 
punk broke”), which featured the 
defiantly independent likes of 
Fugazi and Bikini Kill. Fora time, he 
even worked ona little fanzine 
called Sub Pop, which turned into a 
record label of some note. (One of 
their young artists, Kurt Cobain, had 
the K logo tattooed on his arm.) 

Today, Johnsom carries on much 
as he did when K first started, releas- 
ing quirky recordings by artists he 
finds interesting—upcoming works 
by Old Time Religun and Jeremy Jay 
on K have him especially excited— 
and fighting the good war against 
crass commercialism by sticking to 
his lo-fi, DIY ethos. 

But, even with the big music com- 
panies scrambling for a way to 
reverse their steadying decline, John- 
son isn’t ready to declare victory just 
yet. “ There are definitely opportuni- 
ties for people to connect outside of 
our corporate overseers,” he says. “I 


don’t want to sound negative, but I 
feel like the corporate overseers are 
going to try and retain control. But 
while they’re confused, we have this 
opportunity to be connecting to each 
other.” 

K plays much the same role in this 
cultural battle as Alan Lomax’s 
unpolished field recordings of folk 
and blues recordings for Smithson- 
ian Folkways in the 1940s and ‘50s. 
Peruse the K back catalogue and 
you'll get a pretty good idea of what 
indie culture sounded like in any 
given year. 

“Well, certainly I have always 
seen K along those lines of docu- 
menting the work of these artists,” 
says Johnson, not wholly put off by 
the Lomax comparison. “Not neces- 
sarily a record label in terms of 
‘Okay, we've got to get out there and 
create a buzz and promote this 
record, and we've got to do this 
industry dinner... Things like that 
have never been as interesting to me 
as just documenting the work and 
making it available to people who 
may be interested and appreciate it. 
That's similar, I think, to the Folk- 
ways style.” 

Music culture seems to have 
caught up with Johnson's understat- 
ed m.o., but what with the increas- 
ing democratization of recording, 
and distribution technology and the 
development of unique and evolv- 
ing musical scenes in pretty much 
every major urban centre, Johnson 
thinks the avant underground will 
always stay a few steps ahead of the 
conglomerates. 

“It’s a more widely accepted con- 
cept: people making their own 
music, recording their own music,” 
he says. “But at the same time there 
are always going to be people who 
are making weird music that no one 
can quite grasp... yet. And I’m inter- 
ested in both: people whose work is 
immediately accessible and comfort- 
able and the people who are living 





in a different world and their music 
doesn’t quite make sense to people... 
yet.” 

~ Johnson’s own recorded output 
isn’t so strange as to belong in the 
latter category. However, his decid- 
edly non-traditional voice (which at 
least one reviewer has compared to 
Lurch from The Addams Family) 
probably won’t turn up on main- 
stream radio bandwidths... yet. 
Meanwhile, a new recording of 
some his older tunes performed by 
Johnson and a band dubbed the 
Sons of Soil (“real music making 
people,” Johnson’s website calls 
them) might help him reach a wider 
audience. 

“Sons of the Soil are a standard 
rock band based on guitar-type 
arrangements,” he explains. “The 
first song [“Lies Goodbye” ] previ- 
ously recorded on my first solo 





album, was just me singing with 
acoustic guitar, so having it rere- 
corded had a really different vibe— 
more of an up song, a Velvet Under- 
ground-y, big rock song, whereas 
before it was more of a ballad: I’m 
perhaps not the greatest guitar play- 
er of all time, but when the arrange- 
ment was changed to include [the 
Sons of Soil] playing, it created a 
whole new energy- 

“Most of those songs had been 
recorded previously, years and years 
ago, on really small pressings with 
different arrangements and stuff, but 
it really doesn’t matter because most 
of the songs were on records no one 
has ever heard and on one ever 
will,” he adds laconically. “It’s not 
like I'm re-recording my greatest 
hits. Nobody ever heard these songs 
anyway.”

Julie Doiron’s confessional songs hide plenty of secrets

EVEN OVER THE PHONE, JULIE 
Doiron has the kind of personality 
that makes you want to tell her 
your entire life story. Her voice is 
calm yet sprightly, warm yet 
strict, like a mother, a sister, and a 
best friend all wrapped into one. 

But even if you're not lucky 
enough to be interviewing her, 
you can take one listen to Doiron’s 
latest solo album, Woke Myself Up, 
and get a good sense of what it’s 
like to enjoy an intimate conversa- 
tion her. But even someone as 
direct and honest as Doiron has 
her soft spots. 

The New Brunswick native has 
no problem delving into the rela- 
tionships she’s built with artists 
like the Tragically Hip’s Gord 
Downie and Ottawa’s Wooden 





Stars, or how her involvement in 
bands like Eric’s Trip and Shotgun 
and Jaybird have contributed to 
the overall feel of Woke Myself Up, 
but ask her specific questions 
about the lyrics, and you'll hit a 
nerve. 

“There were a lot of influences 
on Woke Myself Up’s lyrics,” she 
says sharply, “but I don’t really 
want to talk about that right 
now.” 

Over and over, Doiron avoids 
the question, settling for a simple 
“All the people I played with over 
the past five years have gone 
towards influencing this record.” 

Later on in our conversation, 
though, she relents—a little. 

“Maybe it was the sky,” she 
says with a slight sigh. “I could 


come up with a million influences. 


All I really know is that I was 
married for 12 years and now I’m 
not, and it all happened after the 
album was recorded so I don’t 
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even know what to say about it 
anymore. Since I recorded it, I 
don’t know how to actually sing it 
or talk about it anymore in that 
same frame of mind. I just 
changed so much over the past 
year and a half I don’t even 
know.” 

Relationships have always fig- 
ured prominently in Doiron’s 
music, all the way back to the 
breakup of Eric’s Trip in 1996 and 
her subsequent debut solo album 
Broken Girl. She even called herself 
Broken Girl for a while, a moniker 
that poignantly reflects her state 
of mind at the time. Since her Bro- 
ken Girl days, Doiron has released 
a number of other solo records 
under her own name, started a 
family, published a book of pho- 
tographs, won a Juno and. become 
a coveted collaborative artist. But 
now that her marriage with artist 
and painter Jon Claytor has 


ended, everything has come full '- 





Gaal 
circle. 
To an outsider, it would seem 

painful, night after night, to per- 
form songs associated with the 
circumstances of that breakup, but 
Doiron notes that they also reflect 
a time before her marriage ended, 
and also symbolize a place where 
her many fans find solace. “I 
believe the songs on this record 
are really good, so I have no prob- 
lems playing them,” Doiron says. 
“Tn the past, I’ve written songs 


.. that have been too intense and 
~ can’t perform live anymore, but as 


a performer it’s my job to play the 
songs that are good and that peo- 
ple appreciate hearing.”

Last March, his New Jungle 
Orchestra was forced to cancel an 
appearance at a jazz festival in 
Jakarta after demonstrations in 
front of the Danish embassy made 
the scheduled show problematic. 

“It was after the problem with 
the drawings [technically, editori- 
al cartoons] of Mohammed [in a 


Danish newspaper],” delicately 
explains the 61-year-old guitarist 
from his home in Copenhagen. 
With a soft accent that occasional- 
ly makes him sound like German 
director Werner Herzog, the Dan- 
ish jazz legend muses on the 
unexpected rightward shift in his 
homeland’s views, a shift that 


leaves him puzzled and hurt. 
“It's very strange,” he says, 
“and against many of the things 
that we were taught in the ‘60s 
and ‘70s, that there is room for 
everybody, and that we should be 
welcoming. Now, if we go to 
Indonesia or an Arab country to 
play, we represent Denmark, and 
it’s not a good situation. We get 
some Danish money, so we were 
not allowed to travel over there.”

“It’s music,” Derge insists. 
“Communication—as I get older | 
see that we need to communicate 
more with each other, and this is 
what I wish to do onstage.”

He sighs. “It’s been a great dis- 
appointment.” 

It’s also a problem for a man 
whose music shows more of an 
appetite for multiculturalism and 
new musical ideas than the coun- 
try he lives in. “You get so many 
new ideas, but there is no time for 
them,” he exclaims. “There’s so 
much music to listen to from 
Africa, Turkey, other places. Even 
silence—even walking down the 
beach I get ideas, or on a busy 
street. But who has time to follow 
all of them?” 

The New Jungle Orchestra has 
gotten plaudits within jazz circles 
for keeping the spirit of Duke 
Ellington alive, but the 10-piece 
outfit has a musical agenda that 
takes them far beyond the Cotton 
Club. Since 1980 the group has 
been inserting bits of African gui- 
tar pop, sinuous Arab melodies, 
Bollywood rhythms, even 
moments of Raymond Scott- 
inspired madness into their 
music—it’s playful, irreverent, 
fun, and heedless of cultural dis- 


tured him. As more and more 
immigrants filter into their cities 
and towns, Danes are finding 
themselves conflicted. Where 
these newcomers once seemed 
pleasantly exotic in very small 
numbers, now they’re regarded as 
a “problem.” 

But while some lament an ethni- 
cally diverse Denmark, Dorge cel- 
ebrates the idea. “Two weeks 
ago,” he says, “there was a concert 
here with a lot of different music 
in it—groups from Kurdistan, 
Africa and Turkey. It was fantas- 
tic—I made a lot of new friends at 
that concert. This is the side of 
immigration that people must see 
the new cultural things that are 
brought into our country. For peo- 
ple like me it’s wonderful, but for 
many Danes, well, they don’t like 
that. 

“The importance now is that we 
need to make the multicultural 
music. That has always been a big 
thing for us; that through the 
music we can teach people.”

Kellylee Evans’ Myspace page, 
you'll find a long list of her musi- 
cal influences. The list starts out 
with the standard names: Ella 
Fitzgerald, Sarah Vaughan, Nina 
Simone, Abbey Lincoln. “When I 
was starting out,” Evans says, 
“my boyfriend’s roommate's girl- 
friend told me I couldn’t learn 
how to sing jazz because it would 
be ‘too difficult’ for me. I felt so 
challenged, I set out every month 
to study a different singer. One 
month would be Ella Month, the 
next would be Sarah Month, and 
I'd go to the library and listen to 
everything of theirs I could find 
and read biographies and just 
learn as much as I could.” 

But those aren’t the only people 
on Evans’ list. Apparently her role 
models also include everybody 
from Maria Callas to Feist to A 
Tribe Called Quest to... ahem... 
Céline Dion and Shania Twain. 

Céline and Shania? Really? 

Really. “There’s something 





writes songs that people identify 
with on a grand scale,” Evans 


says. “That whole ‘independent 
woman’ attitude struck a chord 
with a whole lot of people. Look— 
I can be as exclusive and elitist as 
anybody, but when you can tap 
into that universal feel and get 
that many people loving your 
music, that’s amazing. I mean, I’m 
a performer, and I know what it 
must take to get people to really 
connect with you on that scale. 
You've got to respect that.” 

Okay, but Céline Dion? Come 
on, that’s indefensible, isn‘t it? 
Especially for a jazz singer! “All 
right,” Evans says. “Here’s my 
thing with Céline. She started out 
in the business really young, and 
she doesn’t have that much 
worldly experience outside music 
or performing. But she has that 
ability to connect with people. 
And she has a strong voice. I’m 
very touchy about voice. I’ve lost 
my voice before, and she lost her 
voice as well, and she worked like 
an athlete to get it back. She has 
the same vocal coach I have, and 
I've heard the stories about how 
hard she works to perform.” 

The sales figures for Evans’ first 
CD, the Juno-nominated Fight or 
Flight?, haven't quite reached 
Céline/Shania levels just yet, but 
for an i tly released jazz 
album, it’s a blockbuster. Evans 


wrote the material herself—she 
crafts silky, sinuous melodies in 
the vein of R&B-influenced jazz 
singer /songwriters like Lizz 
Wright, Cassandra Wilson and 
Nnenna Freelon. Traditionalist 
jazz fans may regret the way 
Evans’ music departs from the 32- 
bar structure of old-school jazz 
standards, but on songs like 
“What About Me?” she offers a 
much more nuanced, distinctively 
female take on romance and rela- 
tionships than Irving Berlin or 
Harold Arlen ever did. 

“We're not in the Brill Building 
anymore,” Evans says. “Postmod- 
ernism’s come in, and people have 
realized there are so many other 
ways to write. Plus we're just lis- 
tening to so much music from out- 
side the jazz genre that those 
influences can’t help but come in. 
Maybe these songs are less hook- 
laden, but when I’m writing, I’m 
still trying to find a way to make 
my songs memorable. It’s a hard 
balance to strike, between writing 
the way I feel and still trying to 
make the song... well, commercial, 
you know?” 

“Commercial jazz”? The phrase 
was Once an oxymoron, but in the 
age of Diana Krall and Norah 
Jones, it’s no longer such a strange 
notion. “It’s definitely possible to

The first (ostensibly annual) Sled 
Island Music Festival will run four 
days and feature performances by 
Cat Power, Spoon, Mates of State, 
Destroyer, Les Savy Fav, and, yes, 
The Boredoms—as well as a pre’ tty 
comprehensive round-up of Alberta 
talent from both Calgary and 
Edmonton. (E-Town acts making the 
trek south include Lazersnake, The 
Mark Birtles Project, and Hills Like 
White Elephants.)

Calgary’s got so 
many cool venues and I thought we 
should have done something here.”

You can’t accuse Vancouver- 
based quintet Mother Mother of 
having a narrow range of themes 
or images. Their recently reissued 
debut album, Touch Up, brings up 
all the aforementioned topics, and 
plenty more. Privacy and stalking, 
makeovers, exfoliant creams and 
plastic surgery—it’s all fair game 
for Mother Mother. 

But deciphering frontman Ryan 
Guldemond’s sassy lyrics is hard- 
er than it might look. Take the 
song “Oh Ana,” for instance, with 
all the talk about angels, God, and 
suicide—that one’s obviously a 
criticism of teenage pressures and 
gender relations, right? 

“See, that’s not really what the 
song is about—which is fine,” 


story, and she’s the angel you can 
kill because she’s so powerful 
because you love her. 

“The album isn’t super-socially 
conscious,” Guldemond contin- 
ues. “It’s just having fun with 
themes and words. Like ‘Polyne- 
sia,’ which is literally about cruis- 
ing around. ‘Dirty Town’ is just 
about getting away froma filthy 
place. You can take what you 
want from it—you can call it 
urban poverty or whatever. 
They’re pretty spelled out, a lot of 
those lyrical messages.” 

Okay, so Touch Up isn’t as 
explicitly political as I thought it 
was. But surely there’s a statement 
being made in the sound of the 
record, right? Especially the 
eccentric vocal harmonies of 
Debra-Jean Creelman and (Ryan's 
sister) Molly Guldemond, which 
mix with Guldemond’s expressive 
voice, creating a unique weave of 
feminine attitude and masculine 
mockery. Damnit, I’m not going tc 
let this point drop: doesn’t Gulde- 
mond ever consciously emphasize

IDENTIFYING VETERANS OF NORTH 
Country Fair is easy: look for rain- 
boots. Even if the forecast promis- 
es balmy sunshine, experienced 
festivalgoers know that the 
immense northern Alberta skies 
aren't benign come solstice time. 
During this family-friendly week- 
end of music, dance, and fire-spin- 
ning, the heavens have a habit of 
splitting open. 

Though the annual music festi- 
val consistently draws in high- 
profile acts, its appeal has just as 
much to do with the culture, the 
experience of camping at such a 
high latitude that the skies barely 
darken. And, well, the weather. 

Just ask Dylan Marks, computer 
programmer, radio DJ, and veter- 
an of, by his estimate, 25 or so of 
the 29 North Country Fairs. Like 
many other “second-generation 
fair brats,” he’s started helping 
out with the fair’s T-shirt design 
and printing. 

“1 like North Country because | 
love the music,” he says, “but it’s 
also a solstice celebration... so 
there’s an element of connecting 
to the earth.” 

And, like any true fair brat, his 
favourite NCF was the year of the 
flood. “Three or four years ago,” 
he says, “it rained pretty much the 
whole weekend. Anyone who's 
been that year will know what I’m 


talking about: it rained from 
Thursday evening until Monday 
morning, it was six degrees the 
whole time. Only the most hard- 
core people were dancing. Some- 
thing about the survivalism of it 
was great.” 

Marks was camping with his 
father and his brother at their 
water-proofed campsite. He fond- 
ly remembers cooking up break- 
fast and sharing it with less well- 
prepared passers-by. It’s a charac- 


in the festival. They could just 
walk into the campgrounds and 
party... Now, there are defined 
roads [into the site], so you need a 
ticket to get to the campground 
It's made the fair quieter, mellow- 
er, and a lot more family-friendly.” 
And with the addition of a new 
DJ stage that plays music until 8 
a.m., NCF is now running music 
24 hours a day. So, even if you 
plan to do a bit of sleeping, there’s 
plenty of music to be had. “I’m

teristically “North Country” thing 
to do. Chalk it up to the cosy, 
makeshift village of tents, to the 
wafting aroma of, uh, hemp in the 
air, or to the high percentage of 
hippies among the populace, but 
the festival has a way of bringing 
out people’s inherent generosity 
and their communal instincts. 
Since the fair moved from 
small-town Joussard’s camp- 
ground to NCF’s privately-owned 
land near Driftpile, Marks says 
that the solstice celebration has 
become even more conducive to 
camaraderie. “The old site was 
very obnoxious at night,” he says. 
“A lot of people weren't interested

really looking forward to Mam 
aguroove, a funk groove band 
from B.C.,” Marks says. “And 
Doug Cox is a dobro player who 
does this Indian dobro stuff that is 
really interesting. There’s also 
Tons of Fun University (TOFU), 
which is a spoken-word act out of 
Vancouver.” 

Aside from your tapping toes, 
what should you bring to the fair? 
“Rubber boots are definitely 
important,” says Marks. “Not 
every year, but you don’t want to 
be caught without them. Camping 
gear, bug spray. And your 
friends.”

ON “ALL BECAUSE SHE ONCE WAS 
Mine,” the opener of Mark Davis’ lat- 
est full-length Mistakes | Meant to 
Make, the Peete Old Reliable song- 
writer confesses that he’s “never 
gonna write [his] masterpiece,” but he 
couldn’t be further from the truth. The 
song, and the album that follows it, is 
a testament to the power of lonesome, 
desolate and vast tolk music—the type 


that could be made only from some- 
one from a lonesome, desolate and 
vast setting like Edmonton. There is so 
much open space in this city, and only 
the spacious reverb on the harmoni- 
cas, guitars, whistling, and the sad- 
ness in Davis’ voice can fill the void. 





Mistakes bridges gaps between 
musical worlds in a way that's not 
insincere or forced; Davis is at once 
relaxed and focused, his songwriting 
somehow both immediate and distant. 


This is a thoroughly modern piece of 
folk music, and serves as a fine exam- 
ple of what the rightfully mocked “alt- 
country” tag was created to describe. 
Davis is a punk rocker playing country 
music—and he does so with a passion 
that only a punk rocker could muster.

| KNOW IT SOUNDS LIKE THE WORST 
kind of insult when | compare 
Maserati’s new disc Inventions for the 
New Season to Wang Chung, but it’s 
not. Not, at least, when you’re talking 
about the soundtrack Wang Chung 
composed for William Friedkin’s To 
Live and Die in LA., that compulsively 
rewatchable ‘80s crime picture full of 
heat-rippled images of orange skies 
over industrial neighbourhoods, coun- 
terfeiters running at top speed through 
airport terminals and unmarked police 
cars driving the wrong way down 
crowded freeways. 

There are eight tracks on this disc, 
all of them instrumentals. (“Fuck 
vocals,” reads the manifesto on the 
band’s website. “Maserati doesn’t 
have time for all that mess.” The band 
also likes referring to itself in the third 
person—awesome!) Besides, who 
could possibly make themselves heard 
over those wall-of-sound guitars and 
the drumming of Jerry Fuchs, who's 
also played for LCD Soundsystem and 
the Juan Maclean? These songs are 
loud but never turgid, atmospheric but 
never campy, muscular without laps-
